Dr, Andrews described. the Chi- 
nese attitude as of a kind which 
cut off the nose. to spite the face. 
Ho declared that vexatious restric- 
tions had virtually put o stand-still 
to sil foreign. scientific work in 
China—ono of the most important 
fields of research in the world, 

Wr. Andrews declared he had 
offered China the same conditions 
which Manchukuo had just accept- 
ed, of which the chief one was the 
division of specimens. As a con- 
esquence of her refusal to accept 
the conditions,instend of receiving 
valuable ‘collections at absolutely no 
expense'to herself, China will now 
get nothing. : une, 

Dr. Andrews, who has closed the 
Expedition headquarters in Peking 
prior to his sailing for America 
next week,-said that, given favour- 
able .conditigns,:hé ‘expects to estab-, 
lish headquarters. in Manchukuo, 
possibly at Mukden, Manchukuo, 
he déclared, was-taking a broad 
view on the matter and he said. he 
would never use Peking as the base 
of on expedition again until the 
Chinese Government had changed 
ite prseent attitude.

Japan’ would be forced to” seek 
other remedica. But China’s ap- 
parent helplessnesa’ presents a tenip-
